United Mine Workers of America and 
the coal operators of the various fields 
Fully 250,000 men are idle and thou­ 
sands of ( (ViI mines of the country are 
dei erted. 
The situation, however, does not In­ 
dicate a prolonged strike. 
An open 
Winter ami industrial depression have 
left a large sto« k of coal on band and 
the differences between the miners 
and operators are very slight. 
It is 
practically agreed that 
the present 
wage stale will 
be continued, bu> 
•ome politics in connection with the 
change in the national officers of «lie 
miners' organization and local differ­ 
ences between operators and miners 
have resulted in temporary suspension 
from work until a new wage stale is 
agreed to either by districts or inJi 
vidual mines. 
Until two years ago the bituminous 
coat mining wage of the country was 
based upon the agreement reached in 
the central competitive field consisting 
ot Illinois. Ohio, Indiana and Western 
Pennsylvania, and considered

This unit system Was broken 
two years ago when President Mitchell 
signed a scale with Pittsburg opera­ 
tors, who agreed to pay the scale de­ 
manded after operators of the other 
three states had refused and the tuin 
ers won their fight in consequence 
Operators signed the scale individual 
ly throughout the country. 


Refused to Meet the Miners. 
Since that time the miners have 
tried to get back the unit rule, ot in 
terstate agreement, but operators of 
Western Pennsylvania, Ohio and lilt 
nois, after negotiations lasting all the 
past winter, have refused to meet in 
interstate convention with the min 
ers.

Prohibitive Tariff on Coffee and Other

Washington. April 1.—The long ex­ 
ported correspondence between Atner- 
ica siitd Venezuela respecting pending 
American claims against 
the tatter 
country has been submitted to the 
senate and is almost certain to create 
a profound Impression. 
It will be dif­ 
ficult to digest the vast mass of nui e 
rial which Secretary Root has placed 
before congress, but even a cursory in* 
sportion of the documents makes it 
evident that negotiations have reached 
a 
critical 
phase. 
The 
president’s 
realization of that fact is shown by his 
transmission of 'he matter to the ten 
ale witiiont any comment regarding 
the 
correspondence, 
and 
©specially 
Secretary Root's strong presentation 
of the American ease is sufficient to 
im-'atitly enlist the attention of con 
gross. 
All of the correspondence and docu­ 
ments were referred to the senate 
committee on foreign relations. 
Sec 
retar.v 
Root will appear before the 
committee, ostensibly to discuss some 
of 
i he treaties 
negotiated 
at 
The 
Hague, but it is expected he will take 
up the Venezuelan affair and suggest 
some action. 
Those members of the 
committee who have already familiar 
ized 
themselves with the situation 
have 
arranged 
tentatively 
a 
pro 
gramme which consists ot three propo­ 
sitions, as follows: 
Prohibitive Tariff on Coffee. 


Place a prohibitive tariff on Vene­ 
zuelan cof.ee, the exports of which 
constitute 15 per cent ot the entire 
Venezuelan foreign trade, and 9o per 
cent of the coffee is taken by the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Exclude all import a tlons of asphalt 
from Lake Bermudez, the product of 
which has been taken almost entirely 
by the United States. 
Authorize the president to exercise 
the gem ral power invested in him to 
take whatever steps he may consider 
necessary to treat with Venezuela in 
the future. 
The most interesting features of the 
correspondence are those in which 
Secretary Root figured. 
Various at­ 
tempts had been made by preceding 
administrations io effect a settlement 
of American claims, the late Sec retary 
Hay having gone so far as to lay 
down what was regarded as almost an 
ultimatum. 
But all of these attempts 
failed of success and after a lapse of 
many 
months 
Secretary 
Root 
felt 
bound to again strive to reach an 
agreement. 
In a letter to Minister Russell on 
Feb. 2S, 1907, Mr. Root reviewed the 
difficulties encountered by the various 
American 
claimants 
and 
instructed 
Mr. Russell to demand remedy and 
redress. 
The letter concluded with 
this statement: 
“You are instructed to bring the 
several causes of complaint to the im­ 
mediate and serious attention of the 
Venezuelan government, and to Insist 
that the government to which you are 
ae< redited shall aivc* to each and every 
demand herein sot forth immediate 
consideration/' 
In issuing general instructions to 
the American minister, Secretary Root 
said: 


Hostile to Am erican Interests. 


“You will call the attention of the 
government of Venezuela to the fact 
that notwithstanding the long and un­ 
broken friendship manifested by the 
United States for Venezuela: notwith 
standing the repeated occasions upon 
which the United States has inter­ 
vened as a friend in need to relieve 
Venezuela from disagreeable and dan­ 
gerous complications with other pow»- 
ers; notwithstanding the patience and 
consideration which has always char­ 
acterized the action of this govern­ 
ment toward Venezuela, the govern­ 
ment of Venezuela has within the past 
few years practically confiscated ol­ 
dest royed all the substantial property 
interests of Americans in that coun­ 
try. 
This has been done sometimes 
in accordance with the forms of law 
and contrary to the spirit of the law-; 
sometimes without even the form of 
law, by one device or another, with 
the action 
of 
the government 
ap­ 
parently alwmys hostile to American 
interests, until of the many millions 
of dollars invested by American citi 
zens in that country, practically noth­ 
ing remains.”

“ 1 tell you frankly I%don’t under 
stand the reason why at the tittt< 
when railroad credit should be upheld 
those who ought to be most interested 
In supporting that credit are lending 
their influence to breaking it down 
The average monthly receipts from 
freight and passenger traffic for each 
mile of the 225,000 miles oi railroad In 
the United States reporting to ttiia 
commission for the first five month' 
of th© fiscal year were $980, which is 
$180 per mile per month more than, 
the average for the fiscal ye*ar ending 
in 1905. 
The net revenue from traf

Prohibitive Tariff on Coffee and Other 


Exports of Venezuela Advocated as

Washington, April I.—The long ex­ 
pected correspondence between Amer­ 
ica and Venezuela respecting pending 
American claims against 
the latter 
country has been submitted to the 
senate and Is el most certain to create 
a profound Impression. 
It will he dif­ 
ficult to digest the vast mass of male 
rial which Secretary Root has placed 
before congress, hut even a cursory in­ 
spection of the documents makes it 
evident that negotiations have reached 
a 
critical 
phase. 
The 
president’s 
realization of that fact is shown by his 
transmission of the matter to the sen 
ate without any comment regarding 
the 
correspondence, 
and 
especially 
Secretary Root’s strong presentation 
of the American ease is sufficient to 
instantly enlist the attention of con­ 
gress. 
All of the correspondence and docu­ 
ments were referred to the senate 
committee on foreign relations. 
Sec­ 
retary Root will appear before the 
committee, ostensibly to discuss some 
of the treaties 
negotiated 
at 
The 
Hague, but it is expected he will take 
up the Venezuelan affair and suggest 
some action. 
Those members of the 
committee who have already familiar­ 
ized 
themselves with the situation 
have 
arranged 
tentatively 
a 
pro­ 
gramme which consists of three propo­ 
sitions. as follows: 


Prohibitive Tariff on Coffee. 


Place a prohibitive tariff on Vene­ 
zuelan coffee, the exports of which 
constitute 15 per cent of the entire 
Venezuelan foreign trade, and 90 per 
cent of the coffee is taken by the Unit­ 
ed States. 
- - 
Exclude all importations of asphalt 
from Lake Bermudez, the product of 
which has been taken almost entirely 
by the United States. 
Authorize the president to exercise 
the general power invested in him to 
take whatever steps he may consider 
necessary to treat with Venezuela in 
the future. 
The most interesting features of the 
correspondence are those in which 
Secretary Root figured. 
Various at­ 
tempts had been made by preceding 
administrations to effect a settlement 
of American claims, the late Secretary 
Hay having gone so far as to lay 
down what w-as regarded as almost an 
ultimatum. 
But all of these attempts 
failed of success and after a lapse of 
many 
months 
Secretary 
Root 
felt 
hound to again strive to reach an 
agreement. 
In a letter to Minister Russell on 
Feb. 28, 1907, Mr. Root reviewed the 
difficulties encountered by the various

and 
instructed 
Mr. Russell to demand remedy and 
redress. 
The letter concluded with 
this statement: 
“You are instructed to bring the 
several causes of complaint to the im­ 
mediate and serious attention of the 
Venezuelan government, and to insist 
that the government to which you are 
accredited shall give to each and every 
demand herein set forth immediate 
consideration.”

Reason W hy Credit of Railroads I* 


Attacked. 


Washington, April I.—Franklin K 
Lane, interstate commerce commis 
sloner, said respecting the railroad sit 
uation in the country as pictured by 
James J. Hill, in his New’ York inter 
view: 
“A year ago Mr. Hill said that th 
railroads had failed to meet the traf 
fie necessities of the country; that 
there had been a steady increase in 
business which the railroads had not 
met; and that it would he necessary 
to invest $5,500,000,000 in providing 
equipment, double tracks and term! 
nals to handle the business of the 
country properly. 
And now, because 
for two or three months the railroads 
have been able to handle more busi 
ness than was offered them, we are 
met on all hands with the cry that 
the country is going to the how 
wow’s. What is the necessity for paint 
ing the picture blacker than it Is- 
Does it arise out of the fact that con 
gress is in session or that there is a 
presidential election impending? 
“I tell you frankly I^don’t under 
stand the reason why at the time 
when railroad credit should he upheld 
those who ought to he most interested 
In supporting that credit are lending 
their influence to breaking it down 
The average monthly receipts from 
freight and passenger traffic for each 
mile of the 225,000 miles of railroad in 
the United States reporting to this 
commission for the first five months 
of the fiscal year were $980, which is 
$180 per mile per month more than 
the average for the fiscal year ending 
in 1905. 
The net revenue from traf­ 
fic in the fiscal year ending In 1908 is 
$37 per mile per month greater than 
in 1904 5. 
“There has been no Industrial panic 
and there is no likelihood of there be­ 
ing one. 
The railroad manager who 
resists the attempt to restore confi­ 
dence can be likened only to the offi­ 
cer of a bank who during a run In­ 
forms depositors that he has doubts 
of the solvency of his own institution. 
“ As for myself, I stand upon the pre 
diction that there will be a car short­ 
age next October.”

BOND OWNERS OWN THE PLANT 


They Want to Sell the Plant to 
City and Will Put no Obsta­ 
cles in the Way 


T h e D i s p a t c h is in receipt of the 
following contribution from Ambrose 
Tighe, the president of the Minnesota 
W ater Works company regarding the 
water works problem now before the 
citizens of Brainerd: 
“ To t h e E d i t o r ” —“ I make the fol­ 
lowing contribution to a better under­ 
standing of the water works problem: 
“ There is a first mortgage on the 
water works plant securing $100,000 of 
bonds 
With the 
exception of one 
bond of $1 (XX), these bonds are owned 
by persons, not related to me in any 
way, except that some have been clients 
of mine in other connections. These 
bondholders practically own the plant 
at the present time 
because their 
bonds are past due. 
They want to sell to the city. 
They 
will not put barriers in the way of the 
city’s purchasing by hostile proceedings, 
as has been suggested, but will do 
everything they can in the way of co­ 
operation to this end. 
They recognize 
that they cannot get any more than the 
plant is worth, and perhaps not as much 
as it is worth. 
It surely has some val­ 
ue. 
This may be only a small sum, but 
if it is, they will have to be. content 
with it. 
“ There will be no serious difficulty in 
determining the value. 
Similar calcu­ 
lations have been made over and over 
again in other places, and there is no 
reason why they should not be made 
honestly and accurately in the present 
instance. 
As a staring point, I have 
engaged an expert of ability and wide 
experience who will examine the sys­ 
tem, as soon as the weather will per­ 
mit, and report his 
conclusions. 
I 
think with his help we shall be able to 
tell without much legal red tape how 
much the city should pay, if it decides 
to buy. 
“ As a private enterprise with an an­ 
nual interest charge of over $8,(XX), 
taxes of $1,300 and fuel outlays of 
$7,000 the plant is not a profitable one. 
But on a lower valuation, with taxes 
saved, and the possibility of cheap 
power, the city should be able to ac­ 
cumulate a handsome surplus in a few 
years with which to put the system in 
first class condition. 
After that, there 
would follow an era when it could get 
.its hydrant rental for nothing, or the 
consumers get their water at much 
lower rates, as the people preferred.

The University of Chicago and ten 
gentlemen farmers of the community 
have Joined In an agricultural uplift. 
Between the two Interests strong young 
men with an honest intention and well 
browned banda are to be paid to study 
scientific farming. 
It is to be a guild rather than a col­ 
lege or school of agriculture, says the 
i Chicago Post The gentlemen farmers 
j will furnish the students w’ltb work 
and means of sustenance; the univer­ 
sity will give them incidental technical 
; and scientific instruction. 
A pale student look and a nose peeled 
I from overmuch looking lu the pots aud 
I kettles of a university laboratory in the 
| quest of a degree will not tie so much 
of a recommendation in the application 
for entrance as an honest if rough ap­ 
pearance, along with an ability to read 
ordinary everyday English and write 


i it with only a little less ease. 
The young men seeking agricultural 
knowledge will be stationed at the 
farms of the ten patrons of the guild 
under the guidance of tin experienced 
mauugor who knows fields and their 
products, animals and their ways, from 
the practical as well as the scientific 
standpoint. 
' 
For the work they do they will re­ 
ceive $25 a month the first year, $30 
the second and $35 during the final 
season. 
Out of this—the salary of a 
good farm hand in th-*se prosperous 
days—they give $5 a month for their 
tuition and $5 a month toward a fund 
which is returned to them when they 
are graduated. 
If the student keeps 
up his course for three years, he will 
have a bonus of $200. 
I b is will carry him over the period 
of work seeking. The founders of the 
guild believe that he will not have to 
look long or far. 
They think he will 
be worth at least $2,000 a year as a 
farm manager within the Chicago sub 
urban radius. 
The farm owners In the guild are 
Arthur Meeker, general manager of 
Armour & Co.; It. It. Hammond of the 
' During Coal company; Samuel Instill, 
president of the Chicago Edison coin 
pally; Professor F. I. Lillie of the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago; H. S. Keeley, traffic 
manager of the Milwaukee railway; ll. 
S. 
Hart, president of the 
National 
Dump Car company; II. I. Miller, pres­ 
ident of the Chicago and Eastern Illi­ 
nois railroad; J. Iv. Dering, president 
of the Dering Coni company, and Ben­ 
jamin Johnson, agriculturist and stock 
raiser. 
The head of the school or 
guild for the university will be Pro­ 
fessor William Hill. 
Already twenty students iu the agii- 
cultural schools of the Universities of 
Wisconsin aud Illinois have asked for 
enrollment. 
The guild will be able 
to take IOO students, the work to be­ 
gin about April of this year. 
Professor Hill says the Intention of 
the guild is to raise the standard of 
farm products, form a marketing as­ 
sociation to eater to the fancy trade 
and send intelligent, well trained young 


I men to the country. 
Owners of spe­ 
cialized farms will find men capable 


I of taking charge of their places. 
The farms of the members of the 
guild all are In the vicinity of Chicago 
I —most of them near Lake Forest, Lake 
Bluff and Barrington. 
All are spe­ 
cialized along various lines. 
Students 
will work on them in rotation so as to 
gain an all around knowledge or If 
studying along a certain line will be 
allowed to remain on the farm best 
I fitted to the purpose. 
The practical work of the students 
will be divided Into two classes--field 
aud 
laboratory 
work 
and 
campus 
work. 
Many of the courses will be 
1 given lu the university halls, but most 
of the instruction will be given on tile 
farms. 
Small dormitories will be built 
on several of the farms if tin' number 
of students is large enough. 
Regular 
tuition fees of $40 for a three mouths’ 
term will be charged the students.

Tills was the statement recently made 
by Will J. Davis, manager of tile Illi­ 
nois theater, who had Just returned 
from a tour of the lund of Diaz, says 
the Chicago Post. 
He w’as the guest 
of Arthur Stillw’ell, president of the 
Kausas City, Mexico and Orient rail­ 
way, and of General Manager Dickin­ 
son of the same line. 
Nearly three 
weeks were occupied in inspecting the 
new railway and visiting the most 
Important cities and towns on the 
route, including a stop of several days 
In Mexico City 
"The opera house, which is well un­ 
der way," coutlnued Mr. Davis, " is a j 
national affair, the Mexican govern- < 
meut furnishing the money for the j 
purpose. 
It will stand in the center of i 
a square, facing one of the most beau- 1 
tiftil plazas iii the city. 
The building 
will be 220 feet wide and 330 feet j 
deep. 
"The architect is Adatno Boar!. He Ie 
an Italian and was for some time asso­ 
ciated with Burnham & Root of Chi­ 
cago w hen that firm was planning and 
superintending 
the 
erection 
of 
the 
World’s 
fair 
buildings 
In 
Chicago. 
Mr. Boar! showed me all of his plans 
and models 
and 
then 
escorted me 
through such parts of the structure as 
it was possible to inspect. 
"In his working rooms he has tw’c 
complete models of the building and 
grounds made in plaster of paris, and 
he also has a plaster of paris model of 
one-half of the opera house, w’ith little 
plaster figures of men and w’omen 
occupying every seat, giving an idea as 
to sight lines and appearance of th6 
auditorium when tilled. 
“Another model, made of hard wood, 
represents the other side of the build 
ing, auditorium and stage, also looking 
toward Hie proscenium, which is of 
magnificent design and capable of the 
highest order of ornamentation. Models 
of the decorations, both in design and 
color, were shown to me, and they are 
very beau tif ii I. 
"Mr. Boarl told me that, w’hile he 
was deferring In many respects to the 
wishes of the people in Mexico City, 
who are mostly in favor of European 
models in architectural art, he was in 
dined himself to subscribe to the mod­ 
ern style in theatrical building as illus­ 
trated in leading American theaters.
